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Council and Citizens Endorse New 
Skateboard Site Near Outdoor Pool 


The Greenbelt City Council 
made a long-awaited decision at 
its February 10 meeting and 
chose a site next to the Youth 
Center service road for the city’s 
skateboard park. This location, 
designated as site B, won the ap- 
proval of residents, young and 
old, as well as a majority of 
council members. The site would 
provide a space 50 by 100 feet 
alongside the road that runs 
from the outdoor pool to the 
Youth Center. 

Joe McNeal, assistant director 
of recreation facilities and opera- 
tions, presented the city staff rec- 
ommendation of this site, com- 
paring it favorably to two others 
— one close to the playground 
next to the Community Center, 
the other at the outdoor basket- 
ball court/rebound wall area be- 
hind the swimming pool. 

Following council’s direction 
at its January 27 meeting, staff 
had assessed three other possible 
locations for the proposed skate- 
board park. In this process, 
McNeal had met with representa- 
tives of the Greenbelt Nursery 
School, who opposed the site 
closest to the school. Earlier the 
tennis association had opposed 
the tennis court location and 
other groups and individuals 
spoke in favor or against various 
other sites in the city. The nurs-

ery school, the Skate Park Coali- 
tion and the recreation depart- 
ment support the Youth Center 
service road location. McNeal 
summarized its advantages: close 
to existing recreation facilities, 
nearby public parking and lim- 
ited impact on residential areas. 

These attributes convinced 
Mayor Judith Davis’ and 
councilmembers Thomas White, 
Edward Putens and Rodney Rob- 
erts to vote in favor of the ser- 
vice road site. White urged coun- 
cil to move ahead. “Let’s just 
choose the site.’”” He emphasized 
that other decisions will have to 
be made regarding design, con- 
struction and landscaping, but 
that this decision gets the plan- 
ning going. 

Davis wanted reassurance that 
those plans will come back to 
council, “before any digging is 
done.” She also felt that a certain 
amount of “nudging” or minor 
modifications to the exact loca- 
tion could still take place. Rob- 
erts suggested using the same 
site but turning the court by 90 
degrees. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
remained unconvinced. He agreed 
that a decision should be made 
quickly, “but tonight is not the 
night,” he said. He thought it 
was precipitous to choose a site 
that had just been presented to 


City Calls Golden Triangle 
Plans Not Green Enough

Two related issues on forest 
conservation and development 
were considered by Greenbelt 
City Council when it met for a 
regular meeting on January 27. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
requested that council consider 
appealing the recent decision of 
the Prince George’s County Plan- 
ning Board to permit Atlantic 
Realty Company to conserve 
only one-half acre of forest in its 
office building site plan and to 
mitigate additional acreage off- 
site at an area agreed to by the 
City of Greenbelt. The devel- 
oper’s original plan was to pre- 
serve only 0.15 of the 7.18 acres 
of woodlands on its property in 
the Golden Triangle when build- 
ing two new office buildings. 
Arguing that reducing the park- 
ing lot ratio proposed to that of 
similar offices nearby would al- 
low additional trees to be sal- 
vaged, the city asked the devel- 
oper to revise the plan. This re- 
quest was denied. However, in 
approving the site plan the 
County Planning Board required 
the developer to preserve one- 
half acre onsite with additional 
acreage, estimated by city plan- 
ning staff to be around three 


acres, at an off-site location. This 
mitigation should take place 
somewhere in Greenbelt if a suit- 
able site could be found. If no 
such site could be found, the 
mitigation could be accom- 
plished by reforesting another 
site within the Anacostia River 
watershed, to be selected by the 
county. 

Roberts complained that be- 
cause of the speculative nature of 
the project the developers lacked 
community interest and had not 
been willing to work with the 
city, wanting instead to follow 
their own standards. He wanted 
an appeal to require the plan to 
preserve the minimum 1.4 acres 
of woodlands covered in this in- 
stance by the county’s Woodland 
Conservation Ordinance adopted 
in 1989. City staff did not rec- 
ommend filing an appeal, believ- 
ing that the District Council 
might not support a change since 
the approved plan met woodland 
preservation guidelines. There 
was some concern that the city 
could lose ground it had gained 
by filing an appeal. 


After discussion, council

council. He said with snow on 
the ground it’s impossible to get 
a good idea of how the skate- 
board park would fit into the 
area. He also thought that this 
location significantly impacted 
the landscaping of the area and 
its selection deserved more ex- 
pert and citizen input. He agreed 
to a general area near the recre- 
ation complex but thought that 
experts should help pick the best 
site, not just advise how to use a 
given site. 

There are down sides to the 
location of the skate park by the 
service road. It would cost an 
additional $20,000 to $30,000 to 
level and prepare the area for 
construction, bringing overall 
costs including equipment to 
about $100,000. Davis thought 
that phasing in purchase of the 
equipment might reduce costs 
and that the Skate Park Coali- 
tion, whose members had indi- 
cated a willingness to raise funds 
for the park, might help. 

It would also probably be 
necessary to remove two old 
trees in that area. Although one 
of the trees has been damaged, 
one resident spoke against a lo- 
cation that would cause the loss 
of trees. She was also opposed to 
spending open space money for 
recreational facilities. 

Most speakers, however, fa- 
vored this location and moving 
ahead with construction of the 
skate park. Thelma Sweeney 
spoke on behalf of Greenbelt’s 
youth and especially those in- 
volved in the skate park. She 
said they were a good group and 
didn’t deserve the negative 1m- 
pression which had been gener- 
ated by recent news coverage of 
the skate park debate. 

Another speaker praised 
Greenbelt’s diversity and the

Greenhills Meets Greenbelt 
And Romance Flourishes

What are the odds? Who 
knew when Joan Collum, born and 
bred in Greenbelt and Steve 
Hoskins, born and bred in 
Greenhills, Ohio, locked eyes in a 
Cincinnati music club more than 
23 years ago, that one day they’d 
make planned community history? 
At that time they were both mar- 
ried to other people. They had 
children. Neither one knew about 
the other’s New Deal roots. 

But maybe they recognized 
something in each other. Some- 
thing around the eyes. A kind 
of liberalism in the blood. A 
halo of working-class idealism. 
An aura of grassroots activism. 
Over the years the families main- 
tained a friendship. Both loved 
and supported the arts and they 
kept seeing each other at events. 
Steve had a band that Joan’s 
family would go to hear. 

Maybe it seemed an unlikely 
match. Steve, now a tall, well- 
groomed professional in his fif- 
ties, notes that his family of ori- 
gin were “hillbillies from Ken- 
tucky and Joan’s parents were 
Jewish from New York.” But 
both Joan and Steve laugh about 
the fact that they both had par- 
ents who were “Democrats with a 
capital ‘D’.” Strongly idealistic 
Democratic attitudes are part of 
what originally brought families 
to these communities, despite 
their diverse backgrounds. In 
fact at the opening of Greenbelt 
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Native Greenbelter Joan Col- 
lum and Steve Hoskins, who 
grew up in Greenhills, Ohio, 
plan to wed. 


the feds screened potential resi- 
dents very carefully. 

When I interviewed Joan and 
Steve at the home of Joan’s 
brother, Brian York — a lifetime 
Greenbelt resident — I learned 
that their father first came down 
from New York to visit Greenbelt 
when he was in the army during 
World War II. Joan remembers 
him walking through the city in 
his uniform. “Dad took tremen- 
dous pride in the fact that it was 
Eleanor Roosevelt’s community. 
Roosevelt was godly in stature 
at the time,” she said. “And 
Dad loved the trees and green- 
ery. They didn’t have much of 
that where he came from in 
Brooklyn.”

City Agrees on Advocate; 
Now Back to New Search

After considerable discussion at 
its meeting on January 27, mem- 
bers of the Greenbelt City Council 
approved a draft agreement devel- 
oped by staff to use Collington 
Care Services (CCS) as the city’s 
community resource advocate for 
senior citizens. The agreement 
was initiated after CCS submitted 
a proposal to the city in September 
to take on the role. 

Unfortunately, however, CCS 
withdrew their participation late 
in the afternoon of February 5, 
according to Assistant to the 
City Manager David Moran. 
Gail Kohn, CEO of CCS, told the 
News Review that the CCS 
Board of Directors was aware of 
the project, but after studying 
details of the agreement and the 
compensation the city would 
provide to CCS, the board de- 
cided that its focus should be 
kept within the Collington com- 
munity. Kohn added that each 
member of the board was excited 
about the model presented by 
the agreement with Greenbelt, 
but they were not prepared at 
this time to expand services to 
the wider community. 

The proposed one-year agree- 
ment would have included a 24- 


hour-a-day hotline to provide citi- 
zens with guidance to an appro- 
priate resource for meeting their 
needs. A CCS employee would 
be available part-time in the 
Greenbelt Municipal Building ad- 
dressing the needs of seniors and 
working on fund-raising. 

With a goal of creating pub- 
licity to educate citizens about 
programs and services that en- 
able aging people to remain in 
their homes as long as feasible 
(such as transportation resources, 
financial assistance, jobs for se- 
niors, health tips and other as- 
pects of senior life), CCS and 
city staff would assemble infor- 
mation on the city’s web site 
and/or in an informational book- 
let to be handed out. 

The on-site employee and 
CCS would assist the city and 
the needs assessment vendor it 
has contracted in completing a 
needs assessment of Greenbelt’s 
elderly citizens. Following this 
assessment, CCS would work 
with the city to determine how 
additional funds now available 
could best be used to develop 
programs supporting assistance in

Wind Power 
In Greenbelt 


Did you know that you can 
select zero-emission wind power 
instead of PEPCO’s dirty power? 
I didn’t find out about this until 
an environmental organization, 
Shomrei Adamah, emailed me 
with this website from Washing- 
ton Gas Energy Services: http:// 
www.wegeswindpower.com. It’s not 
cheap, at a premium of 2.5 cents 
per kilowatt-hour above a base 
rate equal to or slightly less than 
PEPCO’s, but they will give you 
the first 5% of your power with- 
out the premium. You can sign 
up for just 5% wind power 
(meaning no increase in your 
rate) or elect any percentage of 
wind power up to 100%. The 
Public Service Commission is re- 
sponsible for overseeing the 
Electric Choice program in this 
era of deregulated power genera- 
tion, but once again they seem 
to be protecting PEPCO by do- 
ing nothing to make sure that 
power customers are informed 
about other choices presently 
available. Buried on the PSC web 
page is information about other 
electric suppliers, but this only 
went up in the past month and 
still (as of February 2, 2003) 
does not contain information 
about the availability of wind 
power in our area.

There 
may be someone out there look- 
ing for a pet such as yours.

Commends Council 

The letter from Shalom Fisher, 
opposing the city council’s letter 
to George W. Bush, contains 
misinformation about the rela- 
tionship between Saddam 
Hussein and Al Qaeda.

living for seniors. 

Several councilmembers had 
initial reservations about the 
agreement, including concerns 
over the shortened hours of the 
position and additional fees that 
could be charged for grant-writ- 
ing and exceeding a threshold of 
hot-line calls. Moran told coun- 
cil at the meeting that a recent 
ad in The Washington Post had 
not attracted an adequate pool of 
candidates, which he attributed 
to the low salary and temporary 
nature of the position. 

He said he was aware that the 
city would be giving up certain 


things by using CCS, but he also 
felt that much would be gained 
from the arrangement. Kohn also 
spoke to council on issues of 
concern. After hearing from 
Moran and Kohn, the entire 
council agreed that entering into 
the contract would be beneficial 
to the citizens of the city and 
the motion to accept the agree- 
ment passed unanimously. 

When interviewed by the 
News Review, Moran expressed 
disappointment that the agree- 
ment had fallen through. He said 
the city would soon be advertis- 
ing the position again.

William R. Phillips 


The Washington Post has re- 
ported the death of former 
Greenbelt City Councilmember 
William Robert Phillips, 80, after 
suffering a stroke. Phillips, of 
Rockville, was a resident of 
Greenbelt in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s. He was elected to 
the city council for one term in 
September 1961 but was de- 
feated for re-election along with 
three other members of the coun- 
cil. He and his family moved to 
Chevy Chase, D.C., shortly there- 
after. 

Phillips was an insurance ex- 
ecutive who owned and operated 
his own agency in Washington 
for 30 years. Born in Stillwater, 
N.J., he attended Boston College 
and Maryknoll Seminary for un- 
dergraduate study. He received a 
master’s degree in education in 
guidance from Boston College. 
During the Korean War he served 
in the Air Force. In 1957, he 
moved to Greenbelt as an Air 
Force intelligence officer sta- 
tioned at Fort Meade. He retired 
on disability in 1958. 

Upon retirement, he entered 
the insurance business as an 
agent. Later he became a broker 
and founded his own company, 
the Phillips Insurance Agency in 
Washington. Prior to his being 
elected to the city council, 
Phillips had also taught foreign 
languages and journalism for 
four years. 

While in Greenbelt, he at- 
tended St. Hugh’s Church and 
was a member of the Holy Name 
Society, the Greenbelt Lions 
Club, the Greenbelt American 
Legion and the Disabled Ameri- 
can Veterans. His wife Barbara 
was once a teacher at the old 
North End School (now the site 
of Greenbelt Elementary School). 

In 1974, Phillips was the Re- 
publican nominee for D.C. del- 
egate to Congress. He did vol- 
unteer work with the Friendship 
Lions Club and was a member of 
St. Raphael’s Catholic Church in 
Rockville, according to the Post. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Barbara Roche Phillips of 
Rockville, and seven children, 
Caroline Rhodes of St. Paul, 
Minn., Mike Phillips of San 
Francisco, Calif.; Mary Phillips 
Anders of Rockville; Catherine 
Walrod of Baldwin, Md.; Mat- 
thew Phillips of Gaithersburg; 
Susan Fitzpatrick of Potomac and 
Greg Phillips of Takoma Park. 
He is also survived by 14 grand- 
children.

Bill Phillips was on the city 


council that hired me 40 years 
ago. It was a divided council, 
split three to two. It was a con- 
tentious time. Fortunately (or 
you may think unfortunately), I 
was not aware of all the stuff 
that was going on in Greenbelt, 
or I might not have accepted the 
job offer. 

Phillips was a newcomer to 
the city council as was Francis 
(Will) White who, as top vote- 
getter in the election, served as 
mayor. A third member, Dave 
Champion, was elected in 1961 
for his second term. They repre- 
sented a new political force in 
town, the war veteran who was 
just entering private life after 
completing a college education 
under the GI Bill and starting to 
raise a family. They were also 
newcomers to Greenbelt and did 
not see the town in the idealistic 
eyes of the original residents. 

The other two councilmem- 
bers had been longtime activists 
in the town. Ben Goldfaden had 
already served four terms and 
part of another when he was 
elected. He had been an early 
recreation director of the town. 
Tom Canning was in his eighth 
consecutive term on the council 
and had previously served as 
mayor for three terms — a record 
for service at the time. Canning 
Terrace in Windsor Green was 
named in honor of him. 

High Taxes 

With the federal government 
selling Greenbelt in 1953, the city 
no longer received federal funds 
to operate its budget and had to 
raise revenue from property taxes. 
In order to pay for the kind of 
services that Greenbelt had be- 
come accustomed to, the city had 
to levy what was the highest 
property tax rate in the state. 
This did not go over well with 
the newly arrived veterans strug- 
gling to finish their education 
and raise families. Nor were the 
few residents who had bought 
their first freestanding homes in 
Greenbelt in Woodland Hills, 
original Lakeside or Lakewood 
happy about their very high prop- 
erty tax bills. 

To lower taxes the council e1- 
ther had to cut services or bring 
in more development to help pay 
the bills. At that time, the po- 
tential for development was 
great. Large chunks of land 
within the city limits had been 
sold by the government at auc- 


MASS SCHEDULE: 
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tion to the highest bidder. Then 
GHI, whose members didn’t want 
to pay taxes on vacant land, de- 
cided to sell off its vacant land 
as well. Land speculation in 
Greenbelt was rampant, and prop- 
erties were sold and resold, each 
time for a profit. The Golden 
Triangle got its name because of 
the profit that each owner had 
made upon its resale. The own- 
ers lobbied the county vigor- 
ously for rezoning to dense cat- 
egories for even greater profit. 

White, Phillips and Goldfaden 
formed the majority on the coun- 
cil. White told me that the dif- 
ference was between the conser- 
vatives and the liberals. Coming 
from working in a conservative 
Republican community, I had 
difficulty telling who was the 
conservative and who the liberal, 
as they all seemed to be pretty 
liberal in comparison. 

Also, the alliance was not 
tight knit and _ individual 
councilmembers often went their 
own way. Still, the majority 
conservatives were perceived as 
being more favorable to new de- 
velopment than the other two. 

Building Boom 

In that term, Greenbelt was ex- 
periencing the start of a building 
boom. Charles Bresler began 
building the extension’ of 
Lakeside in 1962 and had an- 
nounced plans for building Box- 
wood Village, both subdivisions 
too close for comfort to existing 
GHI homes and causing consider- 
able controversy. Bresler was also 
representing the owners of nearly 
all the land GHI had sold off and 
proposing major developments for 
them. Springhill Lake had also 
begun construction and was 
planned to be the largest apart- 
ment complex on the east coast. 
A fight for zoning approval was 
taking place for the next regional 
shopping center to be built in the 
county, with three sites vying for 
the honor, Beltway Plaza, Golden 
Triangle and the vacant land 
next to Boxwood Village now 
mostly a city park.

With rezoning proposals pend- 
ing for most vacant land in 
Greenbelt, the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission revealed the Greenbelt 
Master Plan, which called for 
apartments and commercial facili- 
ties just about everywhere with 
high-rise apartments along the 
shores of Greenbelt Lake and in 
a large cluster next to the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway. At 
the time, the city had no legal 
role in the planning and zoning 
process, which was all in the 
hands of the county planning 
board and board of county com- 
missioners. 

When Tom Canning resigned 
from council to move to a new 
large home in College Park, the 
majority appeared to strengthen 
their position on the council by 
appointing Richard Pilski to the 
vacancy just a few months before 
the next election. However, the 
election changed everything. 

Voters Upset 

Greenbelt voters were aroused 
and upset by the master plan and 
by all the intense zoning being 
pushed for the city. Even though 
none of the council supported the 
master plan, voters appeared to 
hold the council majority to 
blame for being too friendly to 
the developers. Other city issues 
also caused turmoil among the 
voters. 

In 1963, all the incumbents 
ran for reelection, as did many 
challengers. White, Goldfadden 
and Phillips ran together. Cham- 
pion and others organized an op- 
position slate consisting of the 
chair and a member of the Advi- 
sory Planning Board, the chair of 
the city’s Personnel Advisory 
Board and Champion. Some 
dubbed them the “Green 
Knights.” Pilski and City Solici- 
tor and former councilmember 
Ed Smith ran as independents, as 
did others. At a Lion’s Club

sponsored debate, the charges 


made were fast and furious. 


Phillips, for example, charged 
Champion, who had run as a Re- 
publican the previous 
against Louis Goldstein for State 
Comptroller, with accepting tick- 
ets to President Kennedy’s inau- 
gural and a campaign contribu- 
tion from Beltway Plaza owner 
Sydney Brown. 
Turnover 
At the election, Greenbelt 


voters sided with the Green 


Knights and the ever-popular Ed 
Smith and turned out every in- 
cumbent but Champion. 
the biggest upheaval that has 
taken place in city politics. 

After the election, Phillips 
dropped out of city affairs. 
too long thereafter, he and his fam- 
ily moved to Chevy Chase, D.C. 

Long-time Lions Club member 
and once president, Bill Hand 
tells of the personal legacy 
Phillips left while on the council. 
Campaigning for reelection, 
Phillips knocked on Hand’s door. 
Hand said he gave Phillips an 


earful for 15 minutes on what was 


wrong with the city. When he 
had finished, Phillips told Hand 
that he was just the kind of per- 


son that was needed in the Lions 


Club. He persuaded Hand to join 
and Hand has been an active par- 
ticipant in all the club’s commu- 
nity activities ever since.

voted four to one (with Roberts 
voting against the motion) not to 
file an appeal. 

Mitigation 

Council then reviewed and 
discussed recommendations by 
city planning staff on sites 
within the city limits for mitiga- 
tion of woodlands required by 
the county planning board. 

The site recommended by 
staff is a 6.07 acre vacant site 
known as the Springhill Lake 
Golf Course, with a potential 
mitigation area of 3.69 acres, 
well over the area estimated to 
be mandated when the developer 
submits final plans. Staff consid- 
ered this site to provide the most 
environmental benefits to the 
city because it would permit the 
establishment of a real wood- 
land, not just additional land- 
scaping, as would be true for 
several other sites suggested. It 
would also leave unencumbered 
other sites that the city might 
wish to develop later or keep as 
active open space. 

In response to questions, City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
told council that he was confi- 
dent that the county officials 
would involve the city in further 
plans for the mitigation, even 
though the work would be the 
responsibility of Atlantic Realty. 
Councilmembers wanted city 
staff to suggest trees for plant- 
ing. 

Kristen Ward, a Greenbelt 
community planner, explained 
that the Woodland Conservation 
Ordinance allowed the city to 
manage the woodlands. She as- 
sured council that a path under 
consideration from Springhill 
Lake to the Metro would not be 
in jeopardy by utilizing this site. 

Roberts wanted to know what 
guarantees are in place to prohibit 
the new woodlands from being 
destroyed later for development 
purposes, saying that if the wood- 
lands were left intact on the 
Golden Triangle development site 
they would be protected. Davis 
reminded him that the city is 
working on a policy that would 
provide such protection. 

The motion was made to miti- 
gate the woodlands within the 
city and passed four to one. 
Roberts said he would not vote 
for mitigation anywhere because 
he felt the developers should 
leave the trees on the original 
site. His also was the only dis- 
senting vote on the motion to 
recommend the Springhill Lake 
Golf Course site to the county 
for mitigation purposes.

Win on Seat Belts 


A Maryland Pacesetters award 
was recently given to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School represen- 
tatives and the Greenbelt Police 
Department for exemplary seat 
belt use in 2002. 

The awards ceremony, which 
took place January 30 at the BWI 
Airport Marriott, featured special 
recognition of businesses and 
agencies after at least 85 percent 
of their employee/students were 
observed wearing seatbelts. 

To qualify for the Maryland 
Pacesetters award MPO Scott Kai- 
ser, the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment traffic officer, conducted two 
observational seat belt surveys in 
the parking lots of both the po- 
lice department and the high 
school during regular business 
hours.

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ERHS Students Score Well 
In School Assessment Tests 


by Mary Moien 


The results of the 2002 High 
School Assessments for the state, 
county and individual schools 
have been released. Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS) 
scored extremely well in all test- 
ing areas. Of special interest is 
the fact that the scores were 
computed and released for all 
students in the school who took 
the test, as well as for Science 
and Tech students and compre- 
hensive students separately. The 
comprehensive students scored 
significantly higher than the 
county averages on all tests and 
equal to or better than the state 
averages on all but one test. In 
fact it was reported that ERHS 
Science & Tech students had the 
highest scores in the county; the 
ERHS students as a whole had 
the second highest scores in the 
county. 

The state has mandated that 
high school assessment tests be 
given to all graduating seniors 
in five areas: biology, algebra,

geometry, government and En- 
glish. The testing began last 
year and these are the scores that 
have been released. Students in 
the included subjects are now 
taking tests for 2003. However, 
the class of 2007 is the first class 
for which the test results will 
count toward graduation. That is 
the freshman class that begins 
next fall. Until that time the as- 
sessments will be scored but not 
used toward graduation. The 
scores give the schools an indi- 
cation of how their students are 
faring. 

Looking at algebra, for ex- 
ample, the table shows that the 
state score was 50 and the 
county score was 28. The ERHS 
overall school score was 74; the 
comprehensive student score was 
61 and the Science and Tech stu- 
dent score was 92. The average 
scores for comprehensive and 
Science and Tech students were 
substantially above the county 
averages.

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Booster Seats Vital 
For Children 4 to 8 


While most infants and tod- 
dlers ride in the right child 
safety seat, less than 10 percent 
of the children who should be in 
booster seats use one. The Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) recom- 
mends that children who have 
outgrown child safety seats be 
properly restrained in booster 
seats in the back seat until they 
are least eight years old unless 
they are 4' 9" tall. A booster seat 
lifts a child up so a safety belt 
can fit correctly. Without a 
booster seat, in a crash, a small 
child can be ejected from a ve- 
hicle. 

During Child Passenger Safety 
Week 2003, February 9 to 15, 
child safety advocates will be 
reaching out to child care provid- 
ers to educate them about child 
passenger safety issues, including 
the use of booster seats, and to 
encourage the providers to take 
the message to parents. Through- 
out the year child care providers 
will be attending classes on 
“Moving Kids Safely in Child 
Care,” a curriculum developed by 
NHTSA and the American Acad- 
emy of Pediatrics. 

“Securing your child in the 
right restraint at the right time is 
one of the most important things 
you can do to protect your 
child,” said MPO Scott Kaiser, 
traffic officer for the Greenbelt 
Police Department. “Booster seats 
— the often-overlooked step — are 
as important as any of the other 
steps and can save lives.”

He said that he has been working 
on this problem for several years 
and has seen some progress, but 
that there is still much to be 
done. Petitions are not discussed 


at first presentation but addressed 
at later council meetings. 

Council agreed to send a let- 
ter to County Executive Jack 
Johnson citing long-term prob- 
lems and urging renovation of 
Greenbelt Middle School. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
mentioned a number of contacts 
with Johnson and his staff and 
opportunities for effective col- 
laboration. He said the newly 
elected county executive had 
asked to meet with councilmem- 
bers and thought this upcoming 
meeting would be a very posi- 
tive start. 

Council also agreed to notify 
the city’s state delegation con- 
cerning its opposition to pro- 
posed legislation that would pro- 
hibit the use of red light cam- 
eras. 

In a final action council ap- 
proved a regional emergency co- 
ordination plan and communica- 
tions system developed by the 
Metropolitan Washington Coun- 
cil of Governments. The program 
would enable communities to 
communicate swiftly about emer- 
gencies throughout the regions.

The 21 Court of Ridge Road 
is classic old-town Greenbelt: 16 
row houses arranged in two lines 
facing one another. Each house 
has a square of chain-link fence 
or a clipped hedge surrounding a 
patch of yard for each resident to 
call his own. There’s a row of 
garages painted chocolate brown, 
one alloted per house and a 
Sheet of smooth, clean new as- 
phalt down the middle. This is 
where Joan and her brother grew 
up. 
The Yorks’ front yard 1s lit- 
tered with every variety of non- 
motorized vehicle on wheels 
you can think of - tricycles, bi- 
cycles, skateboards - because to- 
day there are two energetic kids 
living here, the children of 
Brian York and his wife Renata. 
The Yorks recently bought the 
house from Joan and Brian’s 
mother, who moved into a retire- 
ment home. 

This evening I am meeting 
Joan, her fiancé Steve from 
Greenhills, Brian and Renata, all 
at one shot. Renata talks about 
what she likes about Greenbelt. 
“First time I came here it was the 
trees. But also, when I went 
downtown with Brian we 
couldn’t go three feet before 
people would come up to him. 
It was like a homecoming. Also, 
it’s cool, the continuity. As a 
child I moved around a lot but 
here people have known each 
other from generations ago. You 
don’t find that much anymore. 
That’s what I love about 
Greenbelt. It’s a real gem.” 

We sit in the living room sa- 
voring Brian’s excellent home- 
made cheesecake. Joan, vibrant 
and trim at 53, wearing a red 
sweater and lipstick to match, re- 


gales me with memories of grow- 
ing up in Greenbelt. She went 
to the local schools — Center 
School, Greenbelt Junior High 
and High Point. As a girl she 
tried her hand at being a major- 
ette, which she gave up when 
practicing twirling was no longer 
fun. 

She remembers being friends 
with Ruthie, the daughter of the 
late Abe Chasanow, the 
Greenbelt lawyer accused of be- 
ing a Communist during the 
McCarthy era. A movie called 
“Three Brave Men” was based 
on the case. The biggest im- 
pression Joan came away with 
was that the girls couldn’t eat 
in the Chasanow household be- 
cause there were threats of poi- 
soning. 

During that stormy episode in 
American history Greenbelt came 
down staunchly in support of 
Chasanow. Brian says, “Our dad 
was very proud of Greenbelt’s 
community spirit, proud as a 
peacock about how the city ral- 
lied around Chasanow.” 

While Joan was growing up 
in Greenbelt Steve Hoskins was 
coming of age 500 miles away 
in Greenhills, Ohio, 12 miles 
north of Cincinnati. Greenhills 
is Greenbelt’s sister city, the sec- 
ond of three greenbelt federal 
projects built during’ the 
Roosevelt administration in the 
1930s. Today Greenhills has 
fewer than 5,000 inhabitants. 
Many of them are third and 
fourth generation descendants 
from the original “pioneers.” 
That’s the kind of loyalty the 
town fostered. 

Greenhills is encircled by a 
county park, so problems of de- 
velopment and rampant suburban

growth have been fewer than in 
Greenbelt. The city has a natu- 
ral protective barrier and crime 
rates have remained low, “be- 
cause criminals can’t escape,” 
jokes Steve. 

Joan left Greenbelt and 
moved to Cincinnati in the ‘70s. 
She describes visiting Greenhills 
as an “eerie experience. Every- 
thing was the same and yet it 
wasn’t. It’s as if they took a 
bunch of Greenbelt houses and 
plopped them down in a differ- 
ent configuration.” Like Green- 
belt, Greenhills has a man-made 
lake and an outdoor pool house 
that looks almost exactly like the 
original Greenbelt pool, for those 
who remember it. Greenhills had 
two elementary schools, but be- 
cause of the dwindling child 
population, one of them was 
turned into an Alzheimer’s home. 
Steve remembers enthusiastically 
having to walk only half a mile 
to get to school. 

He adds, “There’s not a lot of 
turnover in Greenhills. People 
stay for life. There’s a great 
sense of community. When I 
was growing up folks would live 
and die with the high school 
sports team. When we lost that 
(10 years ago when the schools 
merged with other Cincinnati 
school districts) the town lost 
something significant.” 

Today Steve owns a produc- 
tion company that creates music 
and videos for advertising, indus- 
try and gospel. He is also a 
composer and arranger for Cin- 
cinnati Broadway productions. 
Joan works as the human re- 
sources manager for a high-tech 
company. Steve gently jokes 
that her real job description 
should be “keeper of the zoo.”
